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RWVIN TENURE ISSUE 
GETS RECONSIDERATION 


Re-evaluation in depth of 
the Molly Irwin tenure 
case is now underway by 
the Faculty Evaluations 
Board, headed by John R. 
Cox, Executive dean, 

Cox stated yesterday that 
the first decision by the board 
not to grant tenure was based 
on the fact that the board was 
satisfied that preceedural 
methods had been followed on 
the departmental and division- 
al levels. 

This rm -v decision will go be- 
yond ti luation of proper 
procedure, io determine wheth- 
er it is “in the best interest of 
the college to grant tenure, or 
not to grant tenure” to Mrs. 
Irwin. 

Stephen L. Walker, acting 
president of SSC stated yes- 
terday that the board “will 
consider the Molly Irwin case 
in great depth and in all as- 
pects. Deliberations will neces- 
sarily be slow, but I fully hope 
for a decision by the end of 
April.” 

Cox, who spoke to a Hornet 
reporter in the presence of the 
Evaluation Board members 
during their meeting stated 
that the board is eager to re- 


ceive statements from Mrs. Ir- 
win, students and faculty mem- 
bers. CSR (Committee for Stu- 
dent Recognition, organized by 
Mrs. Irwin's supporters) wil. 
be heard from, he stated, if its 
leaders wish to make a state- 
ment. The meetings, however, 
are not open to the public. 

Walker stated that he has 
“utmost confidence” in the 
board, that they possess “great 
integrity, and a high degree of 
professionalism.” 

Passage to the Faculty Eval- 
uations Board after denials of 
Mrs. Irwin's appeals to the 
English Department and Di- 
vision of Humanities is part of 
normal procedure. However, 
the board normally bases its 
investigation on proceedural 
matters only. A second consid- 
eration, on a deeper basis, is 
unusuai. 

Waiker indicated the hoped 
that the board would not be 
“besieged.” “I hope very much 
that nobody, facuity, students, 
or anybody else will do any- 
thing to prejudice the board.

Now that we have a college union representative 
board, there might be a little action toward the planning 
of the union enterprise. 

How's this for a thought? 

A convertible dance floor-ice rink could be in- 
stalled and students could skate for fun, then Arno 
Laseari could bring on his troupe of intramural skat- 
ers for high class ice hockey. 

And in the eyes of Doug Carter, member of the college 
union board, why not bring ice hockey to SSC? When 
there's no skating in line, the ice could be melted and a 
hard floor laid down for dancing or other recognizable 
indoor sports. 

Carter is a proponent of ice hockey. Son of a retired 
Baptist minister, Carter hails from Winnipeg, Manitoba, 
in Canada. He's a 21-year-old junior majoring in social 
science with government concentration. He is president 
of Draper Hall, heads up the California College Repub- 
licans, and was recently voted to the college union rep- 
resentative board. He is a member of Inter-Varsity Chris- 
tian Fellowship, SCTA and Circle K. 

Doug came to California in 1961 to help start ice 
hockey in Stockton. The agreement was that the 
players who came would attend junior college there, 
then transfer on hockey scholarships to colleges back 
east—Denver, Foston College, or Ivy League schools. 

“Many players returned home when they didn't re- 
ceive free room and board here,” Carter said, “but others 
decided to stay and work their way through college. We 
found Californians very friendly to us, loved the climate 
change from minus 30-degree weather, and felt there was 
a great deal more opportunity here.” 

. -~ Carter played two years 
in the Sacramento-Siock- 
ton League. “Although the 
rinks aren't meant for ice 
> hockey, the rivalry and 
o calibre wasn’t too bad,” he 
said. “The leayue all-stars 
have always done well 
~ against outside teams, I've 
‘ played against top-notch 
Canadian teams on tours 
. - down here, and much to 
their surprise, we clob- 
bered them. Several for- 
c . mer pros and one time Ca- 
Eee ~-- nadian amateurs had 
oe —— 7 moved te this area, and 
Carter skates for the puck they formed pretty good 
while playing for the Stockton ajl.star units.” Like most 
Colts against a touring Can- sports, hockey has its draw- 
adia All-Star team. backs, too, “Hockey ca- 
reers are too risky,” Carter interjected. “Like pro 
football, you can get a serious injury too easily. Some 
of my injuries include teeth knocked out, broken 
hand, water-on-the-knee, plenty of ugly cuts requiring 
stitches, nerve trouble in the shoulder, three broken 
ribs, collapsed lung, torn liver and several concus- 
sions.” 

Carter played another two years for Dick Wareing’s 
T-Birds and Rainbo Raiders after Stockton dropped out 
of the league. The calibre of hockey has fallen, as is evi- 
dent in Sacramento Ice Hockey Association play this re- 
cent season, 

Doug’s biggest thrills, so to speak, were ir leading the 
league in penalties the year his brother led it in scoring, 
and scoring five of the team’s six goals in the champion- 
ship game last year. He was playing with rheumatic 
fever and didn’t know what was wrong with himself, al- 
though he had felt run-down for months. A couple of 
weeks later he reported to SSC’s health center and was 
told he was flunking out because he was too tired to study. 

“They put me in the hospital and really saved 
me from having to return home and start all over 
again,” he said. “I stayed with some real good friends 
in Stockton over the summer, and I've been feeling 
better ever since. So whenever anyone says Americans 
are unfriendly, I can give them a pretty stiff argu- 
ment.” 

Carter insists he'll never play hockey again, although 
he still occasionally referees a game. “It’s probably for 
the better anyway,” he said, “because when I was playing 
it, I really lived it, and everything else, especially studies, 
suffered.” . 

Doug does not claim to be the world’s finest skater, 
but says the best he saw in his league was Gary Potten, 
student at SSC. 

Among former SSC athletes Doug has played 
against include Irv Dirksen, Roy Rowley and Ross 
Sione. “Irv was the best, Stone the most dedicated 
probably, and Roy the most natural,” Carter said. 

Carter doubts if hockey will ever come here, but 
would like to see the sport continue to grow in California. 
And this growth certainly can be helped if colleges take 
it up as an intercollegiate sport. 

He's not going to go out of his way to see that a rink 
is installed in the union, but maybe if this can stir up 
interest around campus, an influential group can bring 
ice hockey to SSC. After all, they took boxing away 
from us. 

Think about it, 
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Oregon State Rugby players (striped jerseys) mix it up in scrum with SSC ruggers. Seavers won, 
11-0, enroute to championship in Northwestern Universities Rugby Tournament April 9-10 in 
Portland. SSC won three of four tourney matches to cop consolation honors.

And in- 
cluded in that string are two 
victories over strong Nevada. 
Tomorrow may see that string 
snapped. 

Nevada boasts sure-fire 1968 
Olympian Otis Burrell who has 
high-jumped over 7'3” and 
skims the high hurdles in 14.3 
seconds. A past performer at 
the Olympics also graces Ne- 
vada. George Puce, who per- 
formed for Canada at Tokyo 
in 1964, shotputs close to Nel- 
son Briles gives the Wolfpack 
a potent one-two punch with 
the shot. His season's best is 
§3°11". 

Houston Williamson and 
Dick McCoy lead Nevada's 
sprinters’ ranks. The pole 
vault could be Nevada's single 
strongest event. They have 
three men who ali jump over 
14 and one who has gone 15’. 
Sacramento has one who goes 
13°6", Mike Brunelle. 

Nevada's Forbyn could give 
ace half-miler Bert Nicholis 
(1:51.2) some competition in 
the high altitude. Forbyn has 
turned in a good 1:53.3 in the 
4,090-foot atmosphere. Biil 
Perry is a top all-around per- 
former for the Wolfpack as he 
runs the 440 (49.2) and the 330 
intermediate hurdles (38.7). 

Of the 17 events, SSC shouid 
have tye edge in sprints and 
middle distance: while Ne- 
vada should take the longer 
races and the lion's share in 
the field events.
